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Dick  Gregory  lectures 
students  with  humor

PLYMOUTH  —  Dick  Gregory  seems 
to  have  a  magical  combination:  wit 
and  the  good  sense  to  use  it  to  help 
the  world  become  a  better  place. 

That  combination  was  demonstrated 
Friday,  when  he  held  a  full  auditorium  of 
vacation-conscious  students  at  Plymouth 
North  High  School  on  the  edge  of  their 
seats,  listening  to  every  word  he  spoke 
about  religion,  nuclear  power,  the  arms 
race  and  health. 

Any  other  speaker  attempting  to  capti- 
vate students  with  those  topics  probably 
would  have  failed,  but  Gregory  went 
about  it  with  a  game  plan:  get  them 

laughing  and  enjoying  you,  then  hit  them 
with  the  issues. 

It  worked. 

Gregory,  of  course,  is  not  new  to 
comedy. 

A  Plymouth  resident,  Gregory  made  a 
name  for  himself  in  the  '60s  when  he 
spoke  up  for  civil  rights.  Since,  he  has 
worked  to  stamp  out  world  hunger,  eind 
today,  he  is  best  known  for  his  health 
and  nutrition  advice.  Once  a  310-pound 
smoker  and  drinker,  Gregory  is  now  thin 
and  healthy,  and  he's  anxious  to  spread 
the  gospel  of  clean  living. 

"He  really  makes  you  think  about 
things,"  said  Meaghan  Howard,  a  stu- 
dent attending  the  lecture. 


"Like  what  he  said  about  taking 
control  of  your  destiny.  I  mean,  we 
were  all  laughing,  but  I  think  I  ac- 
tually learned  something  too.  It 
was  great." 

Gregory  started  right  into  his 
talk  with  a  trump  card  of  sorts:  He 
spoke  humorously  about  an  issue 
every  student  could  relate  to,  win- 
ning them  over  from  the  bell. 

"Kids  have  gotta  be  cool,"  he 
said.  "They  don't  wanna  listen  to 
their  parents,  no  way.  I  know,  the 
cuiswer  to  all  your  major  problems 
is  simplicity.  If  I  want  my  kids  to 
listen  to  me,  I  don't  yell.  I  know  if 
you  wanna  hear,  you  hear;  if  you 
don't,  you  don't.  ...  I  just  sit  myself 
in  front  of  the  refrigerator  and 
read.  Everyone's  got  to  eat  some 
time."

Before  tackling  the  tough  sub- 
jects, he  also  touched  on  air  travel. 

"When  I  call  for  a  reservation,  I 
ask  when  the  next  near  miss  is 
going  out.  ...  I  wanna  be  on  a  near 
miss.  It's  them  distant  wrecks  that 
will  take  you  out  of  here." 

Once  he'd  won  over  the  students 
with  easy  humor,  he  dove  head 
first  into  the  hard  stuff,  making  his 
beliefs  known  by  shifting  from 
humor  to  preaching,  and  back  to 
humor  again. 

"One  of  the  problems  in  this 
world  is  that  we  don't  have  the 
right  '  combination  of  education 
and  spiritualism. 

"We  seem  to  overemphasize 
education.  Education  is  OK  in  its 
place  so  long  as  you  know  that 
education  is  only  meant  to  be  an 
extension  of  you,  and  you  an  ex- 
tension of  it,"  he  said,  adding  stu- 
dents should  always  remember 
that  a  smeill  group  of  people  actu- 
ally choose  the  curriculum  that 
dictates  what  they  learn. 

Touching  on  what  has  become 
Gregory's  biggest  issue,  he  talked 


about  heeilth,  and  America's  lack 
of  interest  in  staying  fit. 

"What  bothers  me,"  he  said  is  a 
raised  voice  far  from  humorous, 
"is  that  we  totally  deprive  our- 
selves of  the  one  gift  we  have:  our 
bodies  and  health." 

He  told  how  years  ago  he  was 
overweight  and  a  smoker  and 
drinker,  and  one  who  thought  he 
was  pretty  cool  at  that. 

"Can  you  imagine  being  cool  at 
310  pounds?"  he  mused. 


"What  bothers  me  is  that  if 
most  Americans  found  out  that 
smoking  in  your  car  would  corrode 
your  engine,  there  would  be  no 
more  smoking  in  the  car.  We  care 
more  about  our  car  than  our  body 
...  if  most  Americans  found  out 
you  get  three  more  miles  per  gal- 
lon if  you  wear  a  safety  belt,  they'd 
buckle  up." 

He  pointed  out  that  while  Nutra- 
sweet  is  clearly  labeled  to  have 
caused  cancer  in  lab  rats,  people 
say,  "Oh,  yeah,  give  me  six." 

And  yet,  if  a  gas  will  damage 
their  engine,  they'll  avoid  it  at  all 
costs. 

It  is  this  ignorance  that  Gregory 
challenged  the  students  to  over- 
come. 

"Somewhere,"  he  warned  them, 
"you  are  going  to  have  to  get  re- 
sponsible for  it  all." 

He  told  them  that  a  handful  of 
people  are  making  the  decisions  in 
this  world,  and  it  was  up  to  them 
to  cheuige  that. 

"It  was  up  to  them,  from  their 
own  bodies  to  the  world  around 
them,  to  take  control.  He  even 
made  the  facts  hit  home. 

"The  three  greatest  lies,"  he 
said  with  a  flourish,  "are  lies, 
damned  lies,  and  the  nuclear 
evacuation  plan." 

And  laugh  as  they  may  have, 
students  did  seem  to  get  the  mes- 
sage. 

"It's  like,  he's  telling  us  not  to 
lay  back  so  much,"  one  young  man 
whispered  to  another  during  the 
lecture.  "I  feel  like  this  is  the  six- 
ties." 

"Cool,"  his  friend  answered 
simply.  "Let's  do  it." 

Which  is  just  the  reaction  Greg- 
ory wanted.

What  would  you  say  is  the  most 
important  part  of  yotir  Job  as  athletic 
director? 

I  would  say  the  budget  area,  seeing 
that  we  get  enough  money  to  operate 
the  program,  first  of  all.  That's  high 
on  the  list,  trjring  to  keep  all 
programs  Intact. 

Over  the  years  you  must  have  seen 
many  changes.  What  are  some  of  the 
big  ones? 

No  question  about  it.  Soccer  has  been 
added  to  the  program.  Ice  hockey 
has  been  added  to  the  program. 
Freshman  programs  have  been 
eliminated.  FYeshman  programs  have 
been  restored. 

What  kinds  of  changes  have  you  seen 
in  the  student  athletes  themselves? 

I  find  now  we  get  fewer  three-sport 
athletes.  I  find  that  more  of  them  are 
trying  to  specialize  these  days.  In 
other  words,  they're  pla3^ng  one 
sport.  When  I  first  got  here,  we  had  a 
number  of  athletes,  both  male  and 
female,  play  all  three  —  or  at  least 
two.  We  don't  get  the  numbers  that 
we  used  to  get  as  far  as  the  three- 
sport  athletes  are  concerned.  That 
concerns  me.  I  think  they're  losing  a 
lot  out  of  their  high  school  program, 
restricting  themselves  to  one  area 
rather  than  trying  two  or  three 
different  areas. 


Henry  Cryer 

Why  do  you  think  the  students  are 
doing  that? 


I  don't  know.  College  entrance  might 
have  something  to  do  with  it.  Say,  for 
mstance,  a  made  or  female  may  be 
strong  in  one  area,  not  quite  as 
strong  In  the  others  and  they  feel  the 
pressure  of  bettering  themselves  In 
an  area.  So  admission  to  college 
might  be  easier  that  way.  Nowadays 
we  find  more  of  both  male  and 
female  athletes  going  to  camps, 
whether  It  be  for  football,  basketball, 
soccer,  field  hockey.  In  the  past, 
these  were  not  available. 

What's  your  philosophy  on  good 
sportsmanship? 

I  think  the  ability  to  win  and  lose 
gracefully,  to  be  able  to  accept  defeat 
In  the  same  way  they  accept  victory.  I 
think  their  actions  on  the  field  of 
play.  Inside  or  outside,  are  something 
that  we  would  expect  them  to  be 
excellent  In.  Character.  I  like  to  see 
that  not  only  from  the  athletes 
themselves,  but  also  from  the 
supporters  of  the  high  school.  Some 
of  these  chants  we  now  get  from 
cheering  sections,  I  think  they're 
taking  away  from  athletics.  Crowd 
control  becomes  very  critical.  I 
always  want  us  to  be  looked  as  a 
"class"  organization,  whether  we  are 
at  home  or  on  the  road.  We  don't  like 
to  hear.  "Plymouth-Carver's  coming 
tonight.  Lx)ok  out.  We've  got 
problems."  We  represent  a  school;  we 
represent  a  community. 


Henry  Cryer  has  been  athletic  director  for  Plymouth-Carver  schools  for  28 
years.  In  1959,  he  Joined  the  school  system  as  a  physical  education  teacher. 
He  became  athletic  director  in  1975  and  now  supervises  about  35  coaches.  A 
native  of  Martha's  Vineyard  and  a  graduate  of  Panzer  CoUege  in  New  Jersey, 
Cryer  has  lived  in  Manomet  since  1959  and  has  had  five  children  pass 
through  the  school  system  and  its  athletic  programs. 

To  Mr.  Cryer:  Many  thanks  from  the  athletes  and  coaches  at  the 
Plymouth/Carver  schools  for  your  efforts  to  make  our  athletic 
program  the  success  that  it  has  been  ... 


What  nuikes  a  good  coach,  do  you 
think? 

First  of  all,  they  have  to  have  a  love  of 
the  sport.  Good  role  model.  I  think 
they  have  to  be  very  patient, 
demanding.  Many  things.  When  I  look 
at  the  coaches  I  had  going  through 
high  school,  they  were  always  a  role 
model  for  myself.  I  saw  many 
different  thing?  in  different  coaches. 
If  I  were  to  play  for  a  coach.  Hank 
Rogers  Is  probably  the  coach  I  would 
have  liked  to  have  played  for.  He  was 
one  of  the  greatest  coaches  I  ever 
knew.  He  was  a  strong  disciplinarian. 
He  had  a  vast  knowledge  of  the  game. 
He  had  the  ability  to  get  along  with 
people,  and  he  cared.  I  think  those 
are  important  qualities  in  any  coach. 

The  old  adage.  It's  not  whether  you 
win  or  lose,  it's  how  you  play  the 
game,'  seems  to  have  been  replaced 
with  'winning  is  all  that  counts.'  How 
are  the  coaches  handling  this? 

I  don't  think  winning  at  all  costs 
belongs  In  high  school  athletics.  I 
know  we  In  this  school  have  never 
put  pressure  on  any  coach  to  win. 
And  we  will  never  insist  that  anyone 
on  our  coaching  staff  In  order  to 
remain  a  coach  be  a  winning  coach.

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Carver  High  School  Opens  .  .  . 

.  .  .  Plymouth  South  Closes

After  28  years  of  Carver's  secondary  school  students  attending  public  schools  in  Plymouth,  the  Town  of  Carver  has  finally  opened  its  first  junior/senior  high  school  in  the 
town's  198  years  of  existence. 

The  Crusaders  will  make  their  home  in  Carver's  new  $14  million  high  school  on  South  Meadow  Road. 

Tom  Long,  principal  of  C.H.S.  credits  the  town  of  Carver  as  being  "overwhelmingly  supportive,"  adding  that  during  an  informal  open  house  held  on  January  5th,  over 
600  residents  attended.  Long  went  on  to  say  that  he  is  "honored,  and  excited  to  be  the  first  principal,  in  the  first  high  school  Carver  has  ever  had." 

Bob  Noyes,  a  7th  and  8th  grade  guidance  counselor  said  the  students  for  the  most  part  have  adjusted  very  well  to  the  new  building,  noting  that  the  students  and  staff  are 
glad  to  be  in  their  own  school.  "It's  given  us  all  a  feeling  of  belonging,"  "We're  glad  to  be  in  our  own  school,  it's  not  as  if  we're  'renters',  we're  home." 

Carver  occupied  Plymouth,  South  High  School  until  January  5th  when  Carver  High  School  was  ready  for  occupancy.  South  will  remain  vacant  at  least  until  September  of 
this  year.  The  final  decision  won't  be  made  until  April,  when  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  will  be  asked  to  vote  for  a  |3.5  million  override  of  Proposition  2'/2  to  open 
the  $24  million  high  school. 

Carver  High  School,  originally  scheduled  to  open  last  September,  will  house  grades  7-12,  and  will  officially  be  dedicated  sometime  in  the  spring.
